Nonetheless, these boots do offer material previously only available via 
the archivists network, the most important being the "Please Let Me 
Wonder" sessions (but why not the "Do You Wanna Dance" sessions?) and the 
Original 1970 "My Solution", not to mention Brian's Superb performance at 


the 1985 MER benefit. 


Basically, a forced compromise which barely justifies the price of entry: 
hopefully, as with the SMILE II CD, it'll all be better second time 
around... oh, and wherever they were pressed up, France it wasn't. Tape 
ambience would indicate somewhere rather closer to home.

Brian Wilson - Country Feelin's - US Import CD - For Our Children -

Even after almost thirty years of being a Beach Boys fan I still get 
excited by a new release by the Beach Boys or Brian Wilson, a name that 
Still registers magic to me. So here is Brian's latest effort available 
Only on this children's compilation. Written by Brian, Eugene E Landy 
and Alexandra Morgan, "Country Feelin's" was mentioned as a new song 
around the same time as "In My Car" and it's about on the same level. 
It's always great to hear something new from Brian but "Country Feelin's" 
is not a Brian Wilson classic. Brian plays piano and sings lead and all 
background vocals while there are lots of animal sounds - courtesy of 

Jim Cummings? It's an upbeat fun track and adds to the ever increasing 
Solo Brian Wilson catalogue of released songs.

"It's not easy to hit a note you recorded back in 1963..." 


So quoth Mike Love just before launching into "Be True To Your School"; 
but hit it he did and, in truth, it didn't sound a lot different to how 
it was twenty eight years ago. However, I jump the gun. 


Earlier in the day I had the pleasure of talking to Adrian Baker and he 
had told me that the gig the night before had gone well. The citizens 

of Bournemouth had been enthusiastic and the response had been a pleasant 
Surprise to at least one member of the group. The bad news, however, was 
that there were no major surprises in the repertoire - a "better safe 
than sorry" policy being the order of the day. 


With the promise of a backstage pass up for grabs Pip and I arrived at 
the Beach Boys' base of operations, The Grand Hotel (right next door to 
the Brighton Centre) and met Adrian along with nomadic megafans Robin 
Jones and Robert Tunick. Regrettably we were to be thwarted in our 
endeavours to penetrate the ultra high security surrounding the dressing 
rooms merely glimpsing Al Jardine and Saying a quick "Hi" to Bruce and 
Mike. We would also like to thank Road Manager Chris Smith for his help 
and co-operation - but we can't. 


Our fruitless efforts meant we missed the Support act but our friends 4 
(and fellow Surfonics) Bruce and Graham and their spouses had already 
baled out and headed back to the bar, so bad was the group in question. 
Sorry chaps, I didn't even find out the name of the band. 


Having met more friends not seen for far too long (a Beach Boys concert is 


a great bringer-together) we settled down in our seats just one row back 


from the front. Amid a touch of novel flame-effect torches the guys kicked 


off with "California Girls" Swiftly followed by "You're So Good To Me" / 
"Darlin'" and "Then I Kissed Her". So far so good, audience raction 
positive, sound balance no worse than usual and everyone apparently 
enjoying themselves. Cue cheerleaders and the excellent version of "Be 
True To Your School" before the first ballad of the evening, "Please Let 
Me Wonder" with sensitive lead vocals courtesy of Bruce. What wouldn't 
we fans give for an evening of songs of this calibre; just as "Hushabye" 
was the bright spot on the last tour this number really shone not only 
because it was well performed but because it was a departure from the 
usual menu. "California Dreaming" was next, not one of my favourite 
cover versions but the final bars were worth waiting for with superb 
descending/overlapping falsetto lines. A fragile "Surfer Girl" followed, 
a timeless Brian classic that will never lose its magic, an element also 
to be found on the next song "Don't Worry Baby". Here, Adrian Baker 
stepped up to take lead and, just for a moment, I wondered if Frankie 
Valli had joined the group; still, a great performance and Adrian is 
undoubtedly a great asset to the band. 


Probably the least "with it" member was Al Jardine and although his vocals 
were excellent he did manage to mix up the verses in "Cottonfields", a 
fact that he acknowledged with a rueful smile (one of only two occasions 
during the whole set). The poor sound balance showed in "Rock & Roll 
Music" with Mike Love barely audible in some places. "Dancing In The 


Street", “Dance Dance Dance" and "Do You Wanna Dance" rocked along nicely 
(the each Boys should have recorded the first one years ago with Brian 
producing = it would have been great!) but in contrast "Still Cruisin'" 
fell a bit flat though it was performed well. 


Mike Love is still trying to convince us that they will not be singing 
any Gar songs any more but for many "Little Deuce Coupe"/"409"/"Little 
Old Lady..."/"Shut Down"/"Little GTO"/"I Get Around" are the highlight of 
the evening. “In My Room" sounded as good as, or better than, it ever 
has and Carl still manages to make "God Only Knows" sound as if they 
recorded it only yesterday. Al Jardine nearly didn't make it for the 
opening line of "Sloop John B", a fact which he found quite amusing, but 
it is still a classic Beach Boys song as is "Wouldn't It Be Nice" which 
followed. I do wish they didn't slow the pace so much for the bridge 
thingy near the end (the tempo change on the recorded version is actually 
very slight) but in fairness they did it well - unlike some occasions 
when it has been a bit painful! 


"Good Vibrations" suffers the same fate with the laborious "everybody join 
in” section - am I just being a boring old tart? Possibly. ""Kokomo", 
"Help Me Rhonda" "Barbara Ann" and a rocking "Fun Fun Fun" closed the 

main set and by this time most people were on their feet doing their own 
thing and generally making the group feel they were glad they came. 

The encore kicked off with Billy Hinche's excellent impression of three 
fat people doing "Wipeout" followed by a medley of "Surfin' Safari"/ 

"Surf City"/ "Surfin' USA". By this time there was a really party 
atmosphere and as well as Al's son Matthew in the percussion section there 
were assorted Jardinettes wandering about the stage (with wads of cotton 
wool wedged in their ears) shaking plastic tamourines and whatnot. Then, 
with a smile, a wave, a drop of sweat onto the stage, a word of thanks 

and a hearty "Hi Ho Silver" the group was gone. 


Was it a good 'un. Yes it was. Apart from the choice of material (yes, 
I know it's what the average punter wants to hear) and the sound balance 
(someone really should remind the engineer the Beach Boys are a vocal 

group) I, and the majority of the bods enjoying a great evening's enter- 
tainment had no complaints. For a bunch of guys to have been doing this 


for around 30 years and for it still to sound this good is no mean achieve- 


ment. A great concert, good company and a round of Uncle Sam's Chilli- 
burgers to round the evening off - what more could a chap want! 


CHRIS WHITE CARL DOESN'T DANCE ANYMORE 


(CONCERT REVIEW - BRIGHTON 16/6/91) 


As I was queuing up for my tickets I overheard the following conversation 
between two of the ushers/security guards: 


"Are we going to let them dance tonight?" 

"No dancing in the aisles. It's not allowed" 

"They're bound to want to get up and dance." 

"Not really. They didn't dance at Bournemouth last night." 

Par for the course, I thought. The naturally intransigent British 
reserve versus the good time music of the Beach Boys. As it turned out 
we were all wrong. Having witnessed the group on their last two visits 


I knew what to expect in the performance department and they did their 
utmost in not robbing me of my preconceptions. 
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It was all there. Opening with "California Girls". Closing with the 
surfing medley. "Good Vibrations". The car medley. The impossibly 
Well-proportioned cheer-leaders. No Brian Wilson (of course). A few 
surprises, however. Bruce Johnston singing a pleasant lead vocal on 
"Please Let Me Wonder". Carl Wilson introducint some R & B into the 
proceedings with "Dancing In The Street". Al Jardine taking lead vocal 
on "You're So Good To Me". Al Jardine's pony-tail. And then the ever- 
reliable Mike Love inducing the staid 5 to 65-year old Brighton audience 
to get up off their collective couch-potato backsides and at least 100k 
as though they might be enjoying themselve. And they did. Every oneof 
them. My wife and I included. I looked around the hall and observed 
the audience. My friends who had never seen them in concert before 
having a great time. Teenagers behind me and up in the Gods surfing 

on the backs of the chairs. Kids younger than mine trying to figure out 
where they'd heard all this music before (the womb?). Then came the 
dreaded "Barbara Ann" and still the whole audience was up on it's feet 
dancing away. Everyone was dancing. The cheer-leaders. The backing 
musicians. Mike, Al and Bruce. But not Carl. Carl didn't dance. He 
stood centre stage, played his solo and swayed along subconsciously to 
the music that he must have heard at least a few thousand times or more. 
The music stays the same and the Boys play their well-rehearsed roles 
to a tee. But Carl doesn't dance anymore. Not in Brighton anyway.

We went along to the Brighton concert taking our two sons for the first 
time - front row seats, first time we've ever managed that! Anyway to 
the point - after the concert we sped out of the Centre for a quick get 
away to the car. On walking past the Grand Hotel my wife, Sue, pointed 
to a van which had pulled up short outside the main hotel doors. Sue did 
a double take and shouted that Mike was in the van and nearly choking 
added so is Carl. I don't expect yourself or any STOMP members to . 
understand the importance of this statement, but Sue has been suffering 
from, what I can only describe as, Carl Wilson disease for as long as 

I can remember. We dashed to the door of the van and Mike, despite his 
quips about age during the concert, would have shown Ben Johnson a clean 
pair of heels to the door of the hotel. Carl emerged next and we both 
called to him as he hurried past. He turned, walked back to us and 
following Sue's heart rendering request signed both our sons' caps, which 
they had worn to the concert. We told him our thoughts on the show, 
including the cold audience!, and that we would be attending Wembley on 
the 24th. He replied that he thought Wembley would be a great show. All 
this time Sue had hold of his arm like a limpet! It was very brief and 
soon we had to let him go (literally). 


Sue had always told me of all the things she would like to ask him and 
talk to him about should she ever meet him (million to one shot), this 
of course was all forgotten in the heat of the moment. 


Anyway, apart from amusing you I think this demonstrates how good it was 
of him to take time to stop and talk to us, although you, of course, have 
been privileged to meet him yourself and must know first hand what he 

is like.

It's Tuesday morning, 18th June 1991, and I'm over the moon ‘cos my wife 
has just told me she's expecting again. But who's that I spy in the 
breakfast room? Isn't it a couple of guys I saw at G-Mex last night 
Playing with the best band in the world? Yes it was Ed Carter and Billy 
HNinsehe. So in I go, apologising for interrupting, but they didn't mind 
one bit, describing themselves as the Republican Guard of the band, asking 
how long I'd been a fan of the BBs, and how did I enjoy the show. The 
answers were "since 1963" and "very much but why play basically the same 
set of numbers as they've done the last three times over here". Billy 
defended by saying there were two different songs, "Please Let Me Wonder" 
and "You're So Good To Me". forgetting that they also stuck "Dancing In 
The Street" in the medley with “Dance, Dance, Dance" and "Do You Wanna 
Dance", 


However, he was quite genuinely concerned about my criticism and asked 

me which songs could I suggest Saying that it is mostly Mike Love's 

policy of playing the Old stuff to appeal to the majority of the audience. 
1 told them I would let them have my suggestions later, but something off 
the MIU album... Billy interrupted by Saying the The Boys do not recog- 
nise that it was ever recorded. 


When I asked 'Why not do "Somewhere Near Japan"', Ed said that Al Jardine 
threatened to leave the building if they played that because of it's drug 
Overtones! (He left the Stage in "God Only Knows" so maybe he's not into 
religion either!) 


At that I remembered that Carl had once Said, about 15 years ago, that he 
never wanted to do "Barbara Ann" again so why didn't HE threaten likewise. 
"That would be like Elton John missing out "Crocodile Rock" was Billy's 
reply, adding that The Boys had just recorded that song. They did have 
some new material rehearsed in Brighton but Mike had the last word! 


I mentioned that way back in 1971 they did "Cool Water" etc. and Billy 
said how difficult his piano part was to that. "They won't do "Sailor", 
"Trader", “Surf's Up" or anything that's too airgy.”" ‘sata fd: 


On asking why did Al always have trouble with his mic/guitar/monitor 
every time they play, they said that it was his destiny to be miserable. 
This had been affirmed by the sound engineer the previous night at G-Mex 
who said Al was the luckiest guy in the world ‘cos he Only got in the 
band by playing football with Brian at school, and should be eternally 
grateful. 


Mentioning Wilson Phillips's success the Subject of Jonah Wilson, Carl's 
son and Billy's nephew, was raised. Apparently Jonah was deputy road 
manager for a year, but was treated more like Carnie's private slave and 
couldn't take it. Carnie ana Wendy are very close to each other and ei! 
Share a room when on tour. 


The two guys then had a private. joke about Diane Rovell being the Wilson 
Phillips' fan club secretary. 


I then left the guys to their coffee after finding out that it would be 
two more hours before the tour bus was due to leave for Glasgow. So I 
made out a list of some of the songs I would like to hear in concert, 


i i "It's A Beautiful Day", "California Calling", "Pom Pom Playgirl", 
Tie ecw girls dancing of course!) anything of Bruce's, and why not at 
least one acapella like "And Your Dream Comes True" to close the show. 

Ed thought that THAT would be a great idea and promised that my letter 

would get to the group. (We can but wait and see.) 


An hour later Al came to the lobby trying to get breakfast, which had 
finished, and DID he look cheesed off!! 


Bruce showed up later and was, as usual, very polite and talkative sign-

Mike's wife 
and latest daughter then came down, the kid wearing a really nice little 
BBs tour jacket to which Bruce remarked "It must have been passed down 
each of Mike's kids!!!" Finally Mr Love swooped into the foyer and 
kindly signed my CD, as did Al, and then it was off to Glasgow, to where 


Carl had travelled earlier. 


By the time this gets to you I'll have been to NEC and Wembley and it'll 
be all over for another..... how long?

As noted elsewhere, the UK leg of the European tour has been successfully 
completed (unless you happen to live in Dublin, that gig being cancelled 
due to poor ticket sales) and as of writing, the band are currently 
quartering onthe continent before heading for home. 


Keeping up the tradition of one new track per year, the 1991 Beach Boys 
offering looks set to be a cover of Elton John's "Crocodile Rock", 
produced by Gus Dudgeon and included as part of a tribute album for the 
pudgy one. No release date for the album is available yet. 


To tie in with the UK tour, EMI released a 45/CD/cassingle featuring 

"Do It Again/Good Vibes/'long' Medley", with the bonus of "Wouldn't It Be 
Nice?" on the CD. Label numbers are EMCT 1 and CDEMCT 1: this is the 
first UK BB cassingle, and amazingly, it hit the charts at 61! 


Over in Japan, CDs of CARL WILSON, YOUNGBLOOD, SURFIN' AROUND THE WORLD 
and GOING PUBLIC have been sighted. Sticking with Bruce, it appears that 
his new solo album, far from being almost finished, has yet to be started 
- or so he says, and he should know. Maybe. Bruce has also been quoted 
as saying not to expect the Beach Boys 30th Anniversary album until 1993, 
Or in other words, two years too late. However, rumours from the States 
allude to some form of new BB product later this year in the form of 
either a Xmas single or - less plausibly - a Xmas album available only 

as a freebie from Texaco gas stations. Finally on the Xmas front, the 
1964 Capitol CHRISTMAS ALBUM will be issued in the US in September, with, 
three bonus tracks - "Little St Nick" 45 mix, "Lord's Prayer" and "Auld 
Lang Syne" (w/out Denny). 


On the cassette front, two items of interest. One, all the Capitol 2-fer 
CDs are going to be issued on tape, complete with bonus cuts (good news 
for non-CD owners) but presumably without the extensive sleeve notes... 
and two, Wise Potato Chips - the sponsors of the BoysUS summer tour this 
year - are offering a cassette featuring "Fun, Fun, Fun", "California 
Girls", "Good Vibrations", "I Get Around", "God Only Knows", and "Wouldn't 
It Be Nice" - all taken from BEACH BOYS CONCERT and LIVE IN LONDON plus 
Studio tracks "Kokomo" and "Wipeout". 


A whole slew of bootleg CDs have appeared: tracks and comments elsewhere 
in this issue. Meanwhile, CBS/Epic Associated continue to mangle the CD 
reissues: this time it's the US version of TEN YEARS OF HARMONY,- which 
now contains the 'wrong' version of "School Days" (i.e. the album mix as 
opposed to the aborted 45 version). These men need ears... 


Despite reconsidering "Spirit Of Rock & Roll" for a third time, Brian's 
album remains in limbo, whilst disquieting reports emerge from southern 
California that Sire have rejected the project more than once. Currently 
unconfirmed rumours have it that Brian and Landy have parted company - 
we'll see... Whatever, Brian showed up on UK TV recently on Channel 4's 
"Friday Night At the Dome", performing "Brian" with Don Was. 


Odds to round up: the 5th single from Wilson Phillips is "The Dream Is 
Still Alive"... the Rock & Roll Hit Parade Vol 4 (64-73) video includes 
"Little Honda" (from the Girls On The Beach movie), "California Girls" 
from the Jack Benny Show and "Barbara Ann" from heaven only knows where: 
the quality isn't too hot... and the word on the archive circuit is that 
more SMILE material may be surfacing. That's all - see (most of) you 
on the 21st.
